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Club  seeks  tenders 
for  new  building 


Rapid  progress  is  being  made  with 
plans  and  proposals  for  the  future  of  the 
club  and  the  club  building. 

The  major  aim  of  the  Committee  and 
Chairman,  David  Dransfield,  is  to  keep 
the  club  on  its  present  site,  if  that  is  at 
all  possible. 

An  example  of  how  this  might  be 
achieved,  was  the  American  Club  in 
Macquarie  Street,  whose  premises  were 
redeveloped  some  years  ago. 

The  American  Club  occupied  an  old 
house,  which  remained  in  position  while 
the  new  multi-storey  office  block  was 
built  around  it.  When  the  top  section  of 
the  office  block  was  completed,  the 
American  Club  moved  up  to  its  several 
floors  of  new  premises  at  the  top  of  the 
building  and  the  house  was  demolished 
so  that  the  lower  floors  of  the  office 
block  could  be  completed. 

This  sort  of  possibility  will  be 
explored  for  Tattersalfs  Club. 

Many  members  will  have  seen  the 
advertisement  (reproduced  here)  which 
appeared  during  October  in  the 
Australian  Financial  Review  and  the 
Sydney  Morning  Herald. 

It  has  already  resulted  in  many 
expressions  of  interest  to  the  club 
management,  even  though  the  deadline 
for  tenders  is  not  until  the  end  of 
November. 

Probably  the  most  important  and 
-  interesting  part  of  the  advertisement  is 
the  fact  that  for  the  first  time,  two 
adjoining  properties  are  on  the  market, 
providing  a  unique  opportunity  to 
consclidate  a  large  development  site. 

This  is  a  factor  which  has  been  a 
draw  back  to  any  previous 
consideration  of  redeveloping  properties 
in  tne  vicinity  of  the  club,  including  the 
club  itself. 

Out  of  the  present  situation,  the  club 
Cvimmittee  hopes  to  have  a  number  of 
alternative  proposals  for  the  future  of 
the  club  and  its  building  and  to  put  the 
alternatives,  with  a  recommendation,  to 
a  meeting  of  members  as  soon  as 
possible. 

In  his  letter  to  members  David 
Dransfield  canvassed  the  possibility  of 
the  club  building  being  redeveloped  in
